The vic- 
tim thif? time is Isaac Severance, who 
resided with a relative in West Jeffer- 
son, a few miles west of Columbus. 
The fatality occurred Wednesday of 
last week, lie had either been watch- 
ing or waiting for a train to pass so 
he could cross over the track to go to 
his home. The accident occurred at 
the main crossing of the town. After 
the train had passed, he stepped upon 
tin- track, another coming on unob- 
served by him did its fatal work. No 
one witnessed the accident. A few 
minutes after the latter train had 
passed his remains were found by an 
employe of the road lying between 
I lie main track and the siding, the 
left-hand resting upon the rail of the 
siding badly crushed, investigation 
showed that the skull had been 
crushed, the neck broken and right 
leg fractured above the knee. His 
watch had stopped at 0: 15. A freight 
train at that time partially blocked 
the crossing leaving only a few feet 
for an opening iii the center of the 
street. The coroner after citing the 
cause of the deceased's death, finds 
the local crew of the freight, train 
guilty of gross negligence in keeping 
the sidewalk crossing obstructed, 

thereby compelling people to go out 

of their way to cross the track. 

Severance was about thirty-six 
old at the time of his death. lie left 
school here in the upper seventies, and 
although residing near the city sel- 
dom it ever visited the institution. 
We think in this case (he railroad

doubtedly was on his way homo from 
work, and finding the usual passage of 
the street obstructed by a train, wait- 
ed until it passed or thought the road 
was clear. 

Let us hope the year now about to 
enter will be less fruitful of deaths 
on the railroad track among the deaf. 
Warnings frequent and strong have 

riven and should be heeded by 
them. There are occasions when 
accidents of this kind can not be 
attributed to the ''oedlessncss of out- 
class. Many no doubt in cities where 
they work, are required to cross rail- 
way tracks in going and coming from 
their toil shops, and we know in cross 
ing these dangerous places they take 
due precaution to :n dents.
